Sir,— I  have  the  honour  to  enclose  herewith  a  report  by  Mr.  A.  McGill,  Assistant 
Analyst  to  ihe  Chief  Analyst,  concerning  the  last  collection  of  fruit  preserves,  and 
also  a  tc  -*ement  giving  the  results  of  examining  190  samples  of  these  and  Mr. 

I^IiGill  .    each.     In  this  statement  I  have  found  myself  obliged  to  insert  a 

column  the  conclusions  I  have  reached  regarding  the  various  samples  and 

esi^iftllv  .  nv  .ked  by  Mr.  McGill  a^  '  not  analysed.'  There  was  of  course  nothing 
to  lie  gained  by  examining  these,  their  adulteration  having  been  declared  by  the  use  of 
the  word  '  compound  '  or  '  mixture '  on  the  labels.  In  many  cases,  however,  this  declara- 
tion was  not  made  in  the  manner  required  by  the  Adulteration  Act,  which  states  that 
fixKl  shall  be  deemed  to  be  adulterated  within  the  meaning  of  the  Act  'if  any  inferior  or 
cheaper  substance  has  been  substituted,  wholly  or  in  part  for  the  article,'  provided  that 
this  definition  shall  not  apply  '  if  any  articles  of  food  not  injurious  to  the  health  of  the 
person  consuming  them  are  mixed  together  and  sold,  or  offered  for  sale,  as  a  compound, 
and  if  each  package,  roll,  parcel  or  vessel  containing  such  articles  is  distinctly  labelled 
as  a  mixture  in  towpieumia  characters  forming  an  inseparable  part  of  the  general  label, 
which  shall  also  bear  the  i.ame  and  address  of  the  manufacturer.' 

'-"\":  In  applying  this  clause  for  the  purpose  of  ascertaining  whether  any  sample  of  these 
fruit  preserves  was  adulterated  '  according  to  the  Act,'  I  have  not  used  that  term  in 
it'ference  to  any  sample  upon  which  the  word  'compound  '  or  'mixture'  was  to  be  found 
in  dose  proximity  to  the  name  of  the  article,  in  distinct,  although  smaller  characters,  and 
f<'niiin{;j>art  of  the  original  label.  On  the  other  hand  where  the  words  referred  to  have 
l)efn,  subsequently  to  the  printing,  stencilled  on  the  label  inconspicuously  in  small  and 
indistinct  letters,  or  disconnected  entirely  from  the  name  of  the  article,  I  have  judged  it 
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reMnnaVile  to  uhar»ct«ri)ie  the  sample  as  *adulterate<l  acctmling  to  the  At-t,'  With 
reference  tn  the  genuine  »anipleH  in  which  Mr.  McGill  found  none  or  only  tracen  of 
glucose,  I  have  adheretl  to  his  findin)(M.  An  re^inrds  the  samples  which  he  has  classifled 
M  '  probahly  adulterate<l  under  the  Act  with  rocomniendatinri  to  leniency  in  some  caaes,' 
I  have  been  obliged  to  discriminate  bet^>  '  ri  thone  which  showml  umie  or  a  little  glucow, 
which  T  have  marked  'doubtful,'  and  ti-  l<x)k  upon  tho^e  sample!<,  regarding'  which  there 
is  no  declaration,  and  which  contain  much  glue  se  or  dextrine  as  '  atlulterateil.'

■  canned  '  fruit.

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Of  182  samples  answering  to  the  description  of  a  preserve,  ninety-seven  (97)  samples 
aiv  marked  'compound'  with  more  or  less  distinctnesH.  Only  17  of  this  number  hove 
lieen  analy.><ed.  The  remaining  samples  (eighty-five  in  number)  claim  to  be  genuine  or 
ni-e  sold  without  any  statement  to  the  contrary.  Fifty-three  of  these  have  Wn  found 
to  \ie  genuine  ;  leafing  a  balance  of  thirty-two  (32)  samples  regarding  which  the  question 
of  adulteration  may  be  raised. 

My  examination  of  these  sample*  has  had  regard  to  the  following  points  : — 

1.  Quantity  and  quality  of  fruit  used. 

'.'.  Quantity  and  kind  of  sugar  (including  a  determination  of  the  presence  or  absence 
of  jilucose). 

3.  Preservatives. 

4.  Artificial  dyes. 

As  regards  preservatives  and  dyes  I  have  contented  myself  with  ascertaining  the 
presence  or  absence  of  these  without  comment.  We  have  no  regulations  which  forbid 
tlieir  use,  and  it  is  quite  probable  that,  so  far  as  dyes  are  concerned,  the  minute  quantities 
present  are  not  more  harmful  to  health  than  they  would  be  in  candy-colouring.  The 
I'liiet'  objection  that  I  find  to  the  use  of  dyes  in  jams  and  jellies,  is  the  fact  that  they 
siTve  to  cover  up  defects  in  fruit,  a-  !  thus  permit  the  employment  of  inferior  fruit  in 
manufacture.  It  is  also  evident  that  the  making  of  a  so-calleid  strawberry  or  raspberry 
jam  from  apple  pulp,  is  only  possible  when  the  colour  is  given  by  a  dye. 

With  regard  to  the  qu.intity  of  fruit  pre««nt  in  a  jam,  we  have  no  standards  which 
enable  interpretation  to  be  made  from  the  amount  of  insoluble  residue,  nor  is  any  ratio 
between  fruit  and  sugar  established  by  law.  Until  this  is  d->ne,  it  is  evident  that  exact 
determination  of  insoluble  matters  (cellulose,  <kc.)  afifords  no  useful  datum  in  analysis,  and 
I  have  not  carried  out  this  research  in  many  of  the  samples  reported. 
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I  would  rMpectfulIy  recommend  that  thU  very  important  lubject  Iw  made  matter 
of  invt>i«ti)(ati<>n  <lurinK  th«*  ooming  fruit  M*aHon.  ninre  nupberry  and  Ktrawlierrv  jam* 
are  th<iHt>  mint  larjjely  «old,  I  would  HUggewt  that  methndi  of  reaearch  lie  earri<>({  out  io 
these  ;  having  reuard  to  the  degree  of  accuracy  attainable  in  determining  the  amount  of 
fruit  uiwd,  from  the  amount  of  insoluble  timue  found  in  the  jam. 

The  l)epartroent  of  Agriculture  at  Washington,  D.C.,  has  recently  (March,  ISKMJ) 
adopted  a  ratio  of  not  lewi  than  forty-Ave  (45)  >  oumJa  of  fruit  for  ftfty-flve  (55)  [loundii 
of  HUgar.  Whether  or  not  this  Ktitndard  would  suit  Canada  is  matter  for  iiiveMtigHtion, 
and  it  reiiiainx  to  be  seen  what  degre<-  of  accuracy  can  lie  attained  in  determining  tiie 
ratio.  MeHcrs.  Tolman  and  Muraon  (Hull.  66,  Bureau  of  ChemiatrT,  Washington)  have 
done  >«>me  valuable  research  work  in  this  reganl,  but  there  is  need  of  a  great  deal  more 
research  work  before  a  reliable  method  of  prtx-edore  can  be  outlined. 

I  may  merely  add  that  when  no  remark  is  made  concerning  the  fruit  found  in  janin 
of  the  present  collection,  it  is  to  be  undenttiod  that,  so  far  as  regartls  quantity  and 
quality,  nothing  calling  for  npecial  notice  hax  been  found.  In  a  few  eases  the  fruit  has 
been  *M>  abnormally  Nmall  in  amount,  that  I  have  thought  it  right  to  call  attention  to 
the  fact.  It  is  UHually  in  gluctme  jamx  that  thiM  |>aucity  of  fruit  tisHue  is  found  ;  the 
coi  .iittency  of  the  Hnishe<l  piodui-t  ih  in  thiH  case  due  chietiy  t4>  the  vImcous  character  of 
the  glucotte,  while  in  a  genuine  jam,  the  fruit  pulp  plays  an  important  part  in  giving 
normal  consistency  U>  the  jam. 

It  will  be  evident  from  what  I  have  said,  that  for  the  present,  the  decision  of  the 
genuineness  in  n  jam  rents  mainly  u|Mm  the  absence  of  glucose.  In  a  few  eases  (eight 
samples)  I  have  found  traces  only  of  dextrine,  and  a  polarimeter  number  indicating  cer- 
tainly less  than  ten  (10)  per  cent  of  glucone,  and  probably  less  than  five  per  cent.  It 
is  claime<l  by  some  niiinufacturerM  that  the  addition  of  a  small  quantity  of  glui-ose  is 
desirable  in  order  to  prevent  the  crystallizing  of  the  cane  sugar  on  prolonged  keeping. 
Without  committing  mysolf  to  an  opinion  on  the  matter,  I  have  thought  it  justifiable  to 
include  these  cases  among  the  samples  classified  as  genuine,  but  this  is  done  without 
prejudice  to  future  fin<lings,  and  is,  of  course,  subject  to  your  own  revision. 

In  the  remaining  thirty-two  {^'2)  samples,  glucose  is  present  in  so  large  quantity  as 
to  make  it  necessary  to  pnmouni-e  them  adult«rat«d  withi..  the  meaning  of  the  Act, 
since  the  presence  of  glucose  is  not  acknowledged  on  the  label. 

It  is,  however,  only  fair  to  say  that  many  of  these  samples  l>ear  evidence  of  having 
been  taken  from  very  old  stock,  the  labels  being  fly-specked,  discoloure<l  or  otherwise 
marked  as  ohop-u-orn.  Later  samples,  by  the  same  makers,  are  stencilled  with  the 
word  'compound,'  and  it  is  fair  to  conclude  that,  at  least  in  some  instances,  the  samples 
in  tiuestion  are  to  be  looked  upon  as  nld  *al«»,  which  had  e8ca|>ed  uroper  marking  rather 
than  as  uttered  with  any  fraudulent  intent.  To  what  extent  this  consideration  may 
aflect  the  decision  of  the  Department  regarding  the  vendors  is  another  matter,  but 
I  think  it  only  right  that  I  should  point  out  the  facts.
